(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 ( b ) as being anticipated by Li ( US 5,454,175 ), 

Li discloses a gauge comprising a lower body member ( 52 ) carrying a fixed finger ( 44 ) 
which has a threaded hole ( 72 ) at the end, a pivoting finger ( 100 ) also having a threaded hole 
(132) at one end and pivots on a bearing assembly provided in the lower body. Li also discloses 
an upper body member ( 40 ) which serves to hold the pivoting finger in its proper place and to 
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also hold in place a dial indicator ( 12 ) which is in constant contact with the pivoting finger and 
transfers the distance traveled by the pivoting finger tip ( 104, 182 ) into a measurement directly 
readable on the dial indicator which is representative of the distance traveled by said finger tip.
